; Henry Wales of THe Tarsuns foreign news 
* says that some of the American comments on the 
«@ebts proposals as repeated abroad are not mak- 
"ing much of a hit, particularly in Paris. It has 
rot made America popular for Americans to say 
“that Great Britain and France were partners in 
“the war and that inasmuch as the British picked 
»&P more territory, colonies, mandates and other 
“things jarred loose by the conflict it might be 
enly right for the senior member of the firm to 
, bear most of the expense. 
Some Frenchmen think that knocks out the 
American contention that debts are debts and 
should not be confused with mutual] aims, mutual 
danger and joint profit. And when we speak of 
territorial profite Mr. Wales says: “It is recalled 
‘bere that the United States was pffered territorial 
~consideration—the Armenian mandate.”

WATER AND HEALTH. 

Regardless of what the federal government re- 
quires as a condition for continued withdrawal of 
lake water for sewage dilution, the city ought to 
have metered its water supply years ago. Ap Un- 
metered system is being run at @ joss. The city 
invests money in many things which demand taxa- 
tion but which are for the public good. It main- 
tains ks and bathing beaches, street paving, 
lighting, ete. It could get along without the parks 
and beaches, but not as pleasantly, and no one 
would consider stopping that expense. 

The government does give cakes and circuses to 
the people. Soldiers’ field for athletic contests is 
an instance. The Municipal pier is another. Such 
things make a modern city attractive and the lives 
of its citizens better. That is part of the city 
program. It is an argument with the opponents 
of water metering that people in some parts of 
the city must have e free and wasteful use: of 
water, principally for refrigeration in“hot weather. 

A city might maintain that free water is as im- 
| Portant to citizens as free parka. Or that free 
‘transportation is easential. .New York has main- 
tained a five cent fare indirectly but virtually by 
taxation. Chicago has been furnishing water for 
refrigeration by taxation in the same indirect 
fashion. Infant welfare is concerned with the 
question of keeping milk good. We do not believe 
the answer is keeping the bottle under an open 
water tap. The politicians think it is. It is their 
easiest way. 

It isn’t a reason which the war department ac 
cepts and Chicago is dependent on war department 
permits to protect its and prevent pestilence. 
The council] can find a way to protect infant wel- 
fare in districts where relief is needed in hot 
weather. The health department can devise a way 
to provide refrigeration in sections in which the 
individual family cannot provide it. 

There is no sign of the federal government back- 
ing down. The council had better come to the

URBANITY. IN ONTARIO. 


Congressman Grant M. Hudson of Michigan and 
Wayne B. Wheeler, counsel for the Anti-Saloon 
league, are up in Canada heading a commission 
sent to study the effects of the return of beer in 
Ontario. Ontario was dry fora time. At the last 
election it voted dry by so narrow a majority that 
the provincial government decided to permit the 
sale of mild beer. With characteristic urbanity, 
the drys from this side of the border have accused 
Premier Ferguson, their host, of failing in his 
duty to his constituents. The province voted dry, 
they told Mr. Ferguson, and, in the face of the 
popular vote, you made it wet. 

The premier’s reply wae direct. He showed that 
there was a difference of only 3 per cent of the’ 
total vote between the wets and drys, “ Sumptyary 
legislation must be enforced by public opiniog be- 
fore it can be enforced by policemen,” he explained. 
We feel confident that Messrs. Hudson and 
Wheeler didn’t know what Premier Ferguson was 
talking about. In their judgment, anything a 
majority wants, provided the majority is dry, 
should be promptly enacted into law. Your dry, 
since he has been in the saddle, hag never con- 
cerned himself with the wishes of minorities. To 
him Illinois and New York are just like Kansas, 
so far as the problems of enforcement are con- 
cerned, and he persists in believing that the flout- 
ing of the law in the great centers of population 
is only a passing phase. The dry thinks not only 
tifat it is right, but in addition that it is possible 
for 1,000,001 citizens to control the personal habits 
of 1,000,000, if only the 1,000,001 think they are 
acting for the good of the 1,000,000. 

Premier Ferguson might have spared himself | 
the trouble of explaining. To fanatics like Wheeler, 
statesmanship is coercion; and if force will not 
make men change their habits, then the only 
remedy is more force,

HEN we send troops to the 

Philippines, one of the worst 

foes they have to encounter is 

the dandy fever. At least that 
is the English word for the Hindystani 
name originally given the diseases. No- 
body dies of it, but everybody has it, 
and most of them are sick in a bunch. 
It entails great suffering and a periéd 
of weakness follows. 

Dandy fever is hard on armies. We 
found it so in 1916 when we sent troops 
to the Rio Grande. Nor do civilian pop- 
ulations escape. It is estimated that 
hundreds of thousands of civiljans have 
it every year, Unlike yellow fever, which 
disease it go much resembles in other 
ways, dandy fever dees not confer a 
long immunity. A man who had it in 
1924 is all get for another attack by 
1925.

The common name for the disease is 
dengue. The Spaniards, and later the 
English, trying to pronounce the original 
name for the diseage, finally transformed 
it into sounds which they spelled out 
with the wort “dengue.” Benjamin 
Rush gave it the name of “ breakbone 
fever.”” When the disease swept over the 
northern part of the eplonies during the 
revolutionary war, Benjamin Rush saw 
thousands of cases of the new disease 
in Philadelphia. He was a good observer 
and a fine describer, Since the, rheu- 
matic joint pains overshadowed every 
other feature of thie disease, he called it 
“ breakbone fever.” 


> 

Drs. Silver, Hall and Hitchens, study- 
ing the disease in the Philippines, have 
found certain points of resemblance to 
yellow fever. It ig transmitted by a 
mosquito—Aedes Aegypti. A man infec- 
tive with dengue is infective for mos- 
quitoes from one day before the onset 
of his diseage to three days after that 
date—a period of four days. At no other 
time can he infeet mosquitoes. He is 
most infective on the first day of his 
fever. 

The infected mosquito carries the dis- 
ease eleven days before becoming in- 
fective. She remains infective thereafter 
for the remainder of her life. Efforts to 
control the disease are limited to repress- 
ing the breeding of this mosquito, bar- 
ring mosquitoes away from . infected

general mosquito campaign will help 
to repress Aedes Aegypti. Fine screens 
on windows and mosquite bars over beds 
will be of great help in controlling the 
disease. The name “breakbone fever” 
implies that the disease is a sort of cross 
between rheumatiam and fever. At that, 
the pain in the bones and joints is more 
than the swelling would account for. In 
many cases there is no swelling, but the 
aching never misses. 
Some people call this fever malaria 
because it runs for about four days, dis- 
appears and then comes again. This mis- 
take results in heavy dosage with qui- 
nine. It does no harm except for the 
ringing in the ears caused by quinine.
